There  will  be  an  opening  reception  (provided  by 
the  Museum)  for  members  and  friends  on  Sunday, 
September  19,  1982,  2:00  to  4:00  p.m. 

The  Museum  would  like  to  currate  an  exhibition  of 
approximately  60  works  selected  from  works  of  the 
New  England  Watercolor  Society.  Works  will  be 
chosen  for  their  artistic  excellence  and  thematic 
and  technical  diversity.  An  effort  will  be  made 
to  have  a wide  geographic  distribution  among  the 
New  England  States. 

The  Museum  will  provide:  (1)  the  curator  or  curators 
to  select  the  works  for  exhibition,  (2)  full  insurance 
wall  to  wall,  (3)  loan  forms,  (4)  labels,  (5)  invita- 
tions and  opening  reception,  (6)  guard  security  and 
smoke  and  fire  detection. 

The  Museum  will  install  the  exhibition  and  make  a 
check  list  catalogue. 

The  Museum  will  publicize  the  show  through  press 
releases  to  thirty  area  newspapers  and  six  radio 
stations.  It  will  send  invitations  and  notices  to 
its  1200  members  (including  galleries  and  museums). 

Each  member  may  submit  up  to  two  (2)  works  of  any 
size.  Larger  works  are  encouraged.  Paintings  must 
be  wired  for  hanging.

This  fee 
is  not  a handling  charge,  but  is  intended  to  de- 
fray a portion  of  the  cost  of  shipping  via  Art 

Bus. 

PICKUP: 

No  exhibited  work  may  leave  the  exhibition  prior 
to  the  close  of  the  exhibition,  Sunday,  October 

31st  at  5:00  p.m.  It  is  also  requested  that  no 
rejected  work  be  picked  up  at  the  opening,  Sunday, 

September  19th. 

The  Museum  is  open  Tuesday-thru  Saturday  10:00  - 
4:30,  Sundays  from  1:00  - 5:00.  The  Museum  will 
remain  open  one  hour  after  the  close  of  the  ex- 
hibition, October  31st,  for  works  to  be  picked 
up,  and  requests  that  all  works  to  be  picked  up 
by  5:00  p.m.  Sunday,  November  7th.  Those  wishing 
to  pick  up  their  work  on  a Monday  are  advised  to 
first  call  the  Museum. 

Works  will  be  returned  to  E.  F.  Lank  or  The  Framery 
upon  request,  October  6,  7 & 8 (to  coincide  with 
delivery  of  your  work  for  the  NEWS  Annual  Show). 

SALES: 

Paintings  may  be  for  sale.  Prices  will  not  be 
published,  but  may  be  obtained  from  the  Museum 
office.  Sale  price,  determined  by  the  artist, 
should  be  indicated  on  the  forms  provided.  The 
Museum  will  take  20  percent  of  the  sale  price  in- 
dicated on  the  form.  All  works  will  remain  on 
exhibition  until  the  close  of  the  show  on  the 

31st.
